WITHOUT DISTURBANCE. 


rk—Socialists Predominated—Few An- 
archists Showed Their Heads — John 
Burns Made a Practical, Commonsense 
Speech—He Was Cheered to the Echo— 
Paris Like a Dead City- People Afraid 

to Stir Out of Their Houses.

Lonpon, May 1.—All London seemed to be 
out picnicking and sightseeing today. The 
specter of riot and disorder which had existed 
in the imagination of the timorous nowhere 
made its appearance. Hyde Park and its en- 
virons ed a huge fair ground, where 
countless vènders of oranges, cakes, mild 
drinks, and tin horns drove a brisk and noisy 
trade among the strolling and jostling throngs. 
Everything on wheels had been pressed into 
service to convey these coming from a dis- 
tance, but the great bulk of the crowi came 
afoot, sauntering in the bright sunshine to- 
ward the spot on which all attention was cen- 
tered. The multitude thus moving from all 
directions with a common destination was 
by no means made up wholly of working 
people or of the poor. Whitechapel sent its 
large and unsavory contingent but Mayfair 


decided to the men carry 
them. Pursuant to instructions from the 
Mayor and Superintendent of Police, Corpora- 
tion Counsel Miller, Assistant Superintend- 
ent of Police Hubbard, Inspector Fitzpatrick, 
Inspecter of Detectives Marsh, Lieut. Shep- 
ard with five men in uniform, Lieut, McMa- 
hon; Capt. John Shea with five men in citizens’ 
clothes, and Sergt. Haas stationed themselves 
on the northwest corner of Madison and 
Clark streets as the procession filed by. 
Each banner was closely inspected and passed 
by Mr. Miller. Several red flags and banners 
were allowed to pass unmolested because they 
bore the names of societies and lodges. 
Finally, as three red banners approached, In- 
spector Hubbard said to Mr. Miller: “ There 
they come; what do you think of them?” At 
a word from the Corporation Counsel Assist- 
ant Superintendent Hubbard gave the order 
which resulted in the seizure of the banner of 
the Debattir club, a branch of the Interna- 
tional Debattir Society, and a similar banner 
carried by the Arbeiter partei. A few mo- 
ments later the banner ‘of the Arbeiter Zei- 
tung came in view and was also seized. 

Vifty Officers Ordered Out. 

. Tofurther guard against trouble Assistant Su- 
perintendent Hubbard called fifty officers, who 
were posted at intervals along the line of march. 
A patrol-wagon conveyed four standard-bear- 
ers and their red banners to the Central Sta- 
tion. Here the men were taken before Supt. 
McClaughry. The Superintendent told them 
their action was in defiance of law; that he 
had issued an order prohibiting the carrying 
of red flags in the Labor day parade. The 
men said they had not read the newspapers. 
„Well,“ said the Chief, if you will promise 
not to do this again, and to go home and tell 
your organizations what I have told you, I 
will order your release.” This the men prem- 
ised to do and were given their liberty. 
Their names are Henry Hermann, No. 1050 
Milwaukee avenue; Ropert Kronos, No. 444 
Noble street; Frederick Krakenbuehl, No. 445 
North Ashland avenue; Frank Fluvel, No. 92 
Forquer street. 

The banners, which now stand in the office % 
of the Superintennent of Police, are all expen- 
sive as they are sanguinary. One, strung ona 
ten-foot, spear-tipped pole, bears on one side: 


could better illustrate the general confidence 
in the peaceable outlook for the day than the 
presence of hundreds of elegantly clad women 
and stylish men, evidently from the higher 
walks of life. The crowd grew denser and 
spread furthur as the day went on. There 
seemed no end to the various processions 
which poured their ranks. into the park to 
mingle with the sight-seeing masses. The 
Socialist propaganda was active though 
peaceful. Myriads of phamphlets, setting 
forth in terse and striking sentences the tenets 
of Socialism and appealing to the masses for 
attention and 
hroughout the throng by a host of workers 
interested in the cause. From the eagerness 
with which the documents were accepted and 
scanned as well as from the number of So- 
cialist speakers and the extent of the applause 
their utterances elicited it was plain that so- 
cialism is a stronger force with the people to- 
day than on May day a year ago. Yet the ap- 
plause which greeted John Burns’ impassion- 
ed denunciation of the outrages on the conti 
nent which have recently stariled the civilized 
world made it no less plain that the socialisra 
which is leavening the British masses is as yet 
far from approaching the anarchical phase 
into which it seems to have passed in Spain. 
Paris, and Italy. 
Few Out-and-Oagt Anarchists Present. 

The out-and-out Anarchists, in fact, made a 
very meager showing. A small company of 
these devotees gathered in one corner of the 
park, flourished copies of the Commonweal, 
and indulged in wild flights of rhetoric. But 
it is a significant fact that they were there at 
all. A year ago anarchy was considered a 
cult confined to the continent. Today the 
London police are disturbed by an influx of 
the apostles of dynamite, against whom every 
nation but Eugland is shutting its doors. 
Probably ere another May day. with its 
dangers and fears, comes around Parliament

The usual 
formality of taking notes of the speeches was 
carried on by the four officers who watched 
each of the sixteeu platforms, jotting down as 
best they could memoranda of what was said 
by the orators. 

Hundreds of banners, embiems, and mot- 
toes fluttered in the breeze and added pictur- 
esqueness to the scene. Perhaps the most 
novel and striking of these devices was that 
borne by the delegation of workmen from the 
government arsenal at Woolwich. It pictured 
an immense gun, from the mouth 
of which was bemg shot a huge projec- 
tile labeled ** Eight Hours and aimed toward 
the House of Parliament. 

Saivation Army Out in Force, 


One of the most singular sights of the day 
was that afforded by the holding of several 
prayer meetings in the outskirts of the crowd. 
The Salvation Army leaders, every one alert to 
press his religious exhortations upon the 
masses, seized upon this as a propitious oc- 
casiou for their labors and succeeded in divert- 
ing the attention of a goodly portion of the 
crowd from the secular oratory of the day. 

Had this been a contest between labor leaders 
to determine which was the most popular, 
John Burns would have borne off the palm 
in triumph. His influence, at one time 
apparently on the wane, is again predom- 
inant, and it was toward the platform 
from which he spoke that the crowd pressed 
hardest. Noone except the earliest comers 
could get within 200 feet of the orator. His 
address was as powerful as he has ever deliv- 
ered and was full of the practical sense which 
characterizes all his utterances, His denuncia- 
tion of dynamite methods was indorsed by the 
French workingmen’s delegates who spoke 
after him, and they declared that in their be- 
lief the cause of labor had been retarded by 
the explosions and other deeds of violence 
lately occurring in various cities of Europe. 
When the speaking was over and John Burns 
called for three cheers for the resolutions 
which had been read, embodying the demands 
of organized labor, 10,000 voices answered a 
respogse, while many hats were flung into the 
air. The great demonstration was over, yet 
so vast had been the outpouring of people that 
many hundreds of belated ones were still ar- 
riving on the scene, People continued to pour 
into the park until nightfall, jostling past the 
stream of home-goers on their way. The or-

INCIDENTS OF THE CELEBRATION, 


Some of the Features in the Big Parade. 

The architectural iron-workers loomed up 
strong-fisted and hearty. The transparencies 
they bore attracted considerable attention. 
One of them bore this inscription: *“‘ The way

The Italian World's Fair workingmen, pre- 
ceded by the Ennova Cavalliera Band, had no 
banners or transparencies. It flew only the 
Stars and Stripes, very large and made of silk 
and satin. . 

Jimmie Lampkin of the encaustic tile-lay- 
ers pleased the young men in his clever make- 
up of an Indian astride a bronco. He car- 
ried a banner on which was lettered: “‘ Re- 
spect the Natives of Our Country.” 

„We Demand the Liberty of Schwab, Field- 
en, Neebe, and Hroneck, and Eight Hours” 
was what was written on the banner of the 
Painters’ and Decorators’ Brotherhood No. 
160. 

The coppersmiths flaunted a transparency 
depicting a scab telling hard-luck stories 
while a union man was eating pie with a knife 
and didn’t care who knew it. 

The cigarmakers were well supplied with 
banners of various sorts. In addition to the 
big silk banner with the trade-mark of the 
union there was one having a fac-simile of 
the blue union label put on union-made ci- 
gars. Two other banners had these inscrip-

PARIS LIKE A CITY OF THE DEAD. 


People Stay Indoors from Fearof Anarch- 
iste—Soclalists’ Meetings. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. ] 

Parts, May 1.—My predictions in regard to 
May day in Paris have been entirely realized. 
Everything is quiet; indeed, too quiet to 
please many persons, for Paris today really 
looks like a city of the dead and wears the 
same aspect which it wore during the first 
days of the siege of 1870. During the day all 
the portes cochéres were closed and only a 
few carriages were visible, and all the tram- 
ways were empty. 

No street cries were heard, not even those of 
the peddlers of vegetables, which enliven the 
morning in Paris, nor those of the news vend- 
ers, who are wont to cry their wares along the 
boulevards. The impression produced by 
such a state of things is mournful and almost 
ludicrous. What is to be thought of a city in 
which 3.000.000 iahabitants become panic-

Everything has been absolutely quiet,” 
was his reply, and not a single arrest has 
been made in Paris today.”’

DYNAMITERS AT WORK IN BELGIUM. 


Explosion at Houderg—Belgian Processions 
Generally Peaceful. 
[sPRoiaL CABLE. } 

Brusserts, May 1.—The Ist of May passed 
off tamely in Belgium. The only incident to 
note is the explosion of a dynamite cartridge 
in a beer-shop at Houderg, which, however, 
did no damage worth reporting. There was a 
procession of 15,000 men, and a 
few with red flowers and flag 
marched peacefully through the streets 
bearing banners inscribed with demands 
for“ eight hours and for universal suffrage. 
The Marseillaise and the Chant du Port 
were sung. The police did not interfere and 
everybody was good-humored. Afterwards 
meetings were held and speeches inade, but 
rain soén dampened the enthusiasm. In the 
mining regions the day passed off in the same 
way. f 

At Liege, the only place where the local au- 
thorities had prohibited processions, an im- 
mense force of police and civic guards was 
kept in readiness, armed with muskets and 
ball cartridges, but no processions were at- 
tempted. At Antwerp and other places there 
was a great falling off in the numbers who 
took part in the manifestations as compared 
with last year. 

A dispatch from Liege states that two dyna- 
mite cartridges were exploded there this even- 
ing, one in the residence of a sailor, 
Deslys, and the other in the residence 
of his son. These explosions caused serious 
damage to property. Enormous crowds col- 
lected at the scenes of the explosions. Later 
another explosion occurred in the choir of St. 
Martin’s church, by which stained windows 
valued at $20,000 were shattered into frag- 
ments, and hundreds of panes of glass in ad- 
jacent houses were smashed. A fourth 
cartridge with a spent fuse was discovered 
later on. . 


The Day Passed Quietly in Vienna. 
[SPECIAL CABLE. | 

Viewna, May 1.—The day passed quietly. 
In the afternoon the theater was thronged 
with thousands of workingmen and their wives 
and children decently dressed. The majority 
wore Socialist badges with mottoes demand- 
ing eight hours’ work and universal suffrage. 
Onlytwo policemen and no troops were in sight. 
The military bands of music which usually 
play in three cafés were replaced by 
civil bands. Two meetings, one Bohe- 
mian and the other of German Radicals, 
were dissolved by the coinmissary for the vio- 
lence of the speeches. Out of town meetings 
were largely attended, but there was no dis- 
turbance. This evening all workingmen’s so- 
cieties united and marched down the Prater, 
cheering and shouting party cries, but the po- 
lice did not interfere. There were no Collis- 
ions and no arrests, and the offices of the Con- 
servative journals were guarded all day by the 
police.

If by good fortune 
you can coax them into selling it to you, you 
will be charged about three times what the 
stone is worth. In my buiiding on Adams

Even at that they acted as if they were doing 
ine a favor and said they were not allowed to 
sell it to me. Chicago is being built of pressed 
brick today because stone is made so expensive. 
Stone fronts are made to cost double what 
3 brick fronts do, when every contractor 

ows that it costs much more to make 
pressed brick than it does to turn out first- 
class stone. I think it is about time the pub- 
lic was informed of the true state of the case.

attempted to put the stone onthe market 
here. He soon found that his stone would 
not go, and he was practically forced out of 
the quarry business. Speaking of his experi- 
ence, Gen. McArvhur said: 

“T ceased iny operations owing to a compli. 
cation of causes. The Cut-Stone Contractors’ 
Assoviation did not give my stone a kindly re- 
ception, because they could make more money 
out of soft stone, which sawed more easil 
than mine, and, although mystone was wante 
in this .market, I could not dispose of it. 
Competition was brought to bear on me 80 
strongly that I could not remain in the busi- 
ness. t Jam not through with that stone 
quarry yet. I am satisfi that the people 
want my stone and I am going to try it 
again. 

. Walking Delegate McCarthy Again. 

Isaac, Fletcher is a contractor with sufficient 
stamina to stand alone, but he pays dearly 
for his independence, and has to content 
with a modest livelihood. Mr. Fletcher said: 

“I subsist by picking up what jobs I can, 
When any one will hire me to doa job I man- 
age to get my stone somehow. But it would 
not be safe for me to tell where I get my 
stone, for those who are favoritig me would be 
fined $100. About a year and a half ago I was 
carrying out a contract, and a walking dele- 
gate named McCarthy came along and made 
my men stop work because I was not in the 
association, Fortunately I was able to hire 
non-union men enough to keep my contract. 
I manage to hire such men on small 
jobs. By — 1 quiet I manage to 
get along, and ain afraid to make 
any fuss. The fat jobs in the city ali fall into 
the hands of the combine, or rather a ‘ring’ 
that exists within the combine. The outsiders 
put in their bids with the architects, but those 
in the ‘ring’ manage to get in fictitious bids, 
and by all working together they monopolize 
the work. ‘However, I have fought long 
enough and I am glad to have peace at any 
cost. 


George Archer, a stone-setter and granite 
cutter, wanted to go into the stone-cutting 
business. but could not afford to pay the 
$1,200 initiation fee demanded by the Cut-Stone 
Contractors’ Association. A certain quarry 
owner undertook to back him with stone for 
the carrying out of a contract he had to build 
a stone front house for Mr. Loder at No, 3020 
Indiana avenue. 

The quarry owner had no saws and so con- 
tracted, through his agent, to get the stone 
sawed here. First the stone was shipped to a 
yard at Fortieth street and Vincennes avenue 
to be sawed. Assoon as the owner of the 


stone-yard found that the quarry owner was. 


notin the Quarry-Owners’ Association he re- 
fused to saw the stone. The cars had to be 
loaded again and the stone was shipped to 
Riverview. The carload was shipped from the 
last named point to a4 yard on the West Side 
with similar results. Then arrangements 
were made with a stone-yard at Oak street 
and Han thorne avenue to saw the stone, but 
as soon as the cutstone contractor found that 
the stone was not in the association list be 
‘telephoned to the quarry-uwner that he would 
net saw it. Finally the stone had to be 
shipped away to Rosehill and dumped on the 
roadside, where it remains today a total loss, 
The building was set back three months and 
Mr. Archer was sued for $700 damages, be-

ASHAMED OF PRESENT CONDITIONS. 


Members of the Combine Talk Freely 

4 About the Methods in Vogue. 

A member of the Cut-Stone Contractors’ As- 
tociation, who is ashamed of the state of af- 
fairs existing in his trade, told what he knew 
of the combination under promise that the 


source of the information should not be. 


divulged for the present at least. a 
“If my name were used,” said he, I 

would be I could not get any men 

to work for me, and I would be forced out of 


the association. To show you how I am tied 
hands and feet, I will give you an example. 
Suppose a man comes to me and says he 
wants me to put up a house for him and offers 
to furnish the stone himself. I cannot put up 
the house, because he did not buy the stone 
from members of the Quarry-Owners’ Associa- 
tion. No matter if he quarries the stone from 
his own property. or buys somewhere ata 
bargain, I cannot touch his stone. If Ido my 
men will quit work, and I can buy no more 
stone in this city Decause the quarrymen won’t 
sell. I can’t hire any men except members of 
the Journeymen’s Association. I can’t take any 
one into my yard to learn the trade, and I 
cant hire a man who has not spent four years 
learning his trade under the assogiation di- 
rection. Apprentices must make application 
while they are between the ages of 16 and 18. 
They are never allowed to learn after that. 
Only so many apprentices ean be at work dur- 
ing the year. The Journeymen’s Association 
says that every man must be allowed ten 
minutes twice a day, at 10 o’clock and 3 
o’clock, to drink his beer. Jan. 1, each year, 
the joutneymen regulate their wages to suite 
themselves. I must charge my customers 
what the workmen ask. The system of ‘rings’ 
within frings is a nefarious one and I hope 
something can be done.“ 

Tue Tm is in possession of evidence 
to show. that personal violence has been threat- 
ened to members of the Cut Stone Contract- 
ors’ Association in case they did not quit 
working for non-association men. Fines have 
been imposed and when refusalto pay was 
made threats were offered that the person re- 
fusing to pay would have his yard closed and 
he be virtually driven from the city. Some 
poor bosses who could not raise the $1,200 
necessary for an initiation fee were not al- 
lowed to cut stone in any yard. Members of 
the Quarry-Owners’ Association who were seen 
admit that the trade is tied up, and they open- 
ly boast that no man can enter the city on an 
independent basis. 

Forced to Join the Combine. 

Samuel Chandler, President and Treasurer 
of the White River Quarry company, dealers in 
Indiana buff and blue oölitie fimestone, with 
quarries at Bedford, Ind., said: 

“Tecan testify that any one trying to put 
stone onto this market without being a mem- 
ber of the Quarry Owners’ Association will 
have a pretty rocky time of it. He will not 
only find himself unable to get his stone 
sawed, but he will also find that his grades of 
stone will be cried down as to price, until he 
will be glad to join the association, vr get out. 
Of course if he attempted to locate the exact 
source of the opposition he would be unable to 
do so, but in a thousand and one ways the as- 
sociation would make its presence felt. That 
was theexperience of our company. Last 
year we tried to do business outside of the as- 
sociation, but it wouldn’t work. and we were 
forced to capitulate. We entered the associa- 
tion a short time ago, and everything has been 
running smoothly since. 

Now that we are in the association it is 
not becoming in us to say anything against it, 
but I wouldn’t advise any man to run against 
it. However, as one of the association mem- 
bers, I can honestly say that I believe itis a 
good thing for us. Every large quarryman 
that I know of is in it. It gives stability to 
the trade, I believe the object of the associa- 
tion as soon as it is strong enough is to con- 
trol prices. The New York Association has 
1 keeping prices up and avoiding cut- 


What difficulties did you experience be- 

fore you entered the association? 

Well, nearly every kind. Our main trouble 
was in getting our stone sawed. For instance, 
we would make a contract to furnish a certain 
amount of stone in this city ata given time, 
but the stone-sawers would claim that 
other jobs came in ahead of ours and 
we must wait. In this way 
while none of the association sawers actually 
refused to cut our stone they practically ac- 
complished the same thing by delaying our 
work. It’s no use talking, my vice to 
stone dealers is to either join the association 
or * the businęss. , 

Then outsiders are discriminated against? 

It is perfectly natural for the association 
to protect its members. That is what it is for 
and you don’t suppose it is going to work for 
the interests of outsiders, do you? If I were 
not in it I wouldn't expect to get any work 
done. If the outsiders get the worst of it that, 
of 8 is — lookout.”’

Aud the Public Pays the Freight. 

G. A. Bodenschatz, President of the Boden- 
schatz Bedford Stone company. ifies the 
existence of the Quarry-Owners’ Association 
as ‘a protective measure. He said: 

“Our company is a member of the Quarry- 
Owners’ Association. The association was 
formed because the Cut-Stone Contractors’ 
Association said it was necessary to protect 
them as the middlemen of the trade. The 
Cut-Stone Contractors’ Association embraces 
the bosses of the stone-yards. They main- 
tained that they had been imposed upor by 
men representing themselves as owners of 
quarries, but who failed to keep their con- 
tracts because they did not have proper facili- 
ties and quarries. Cases were cited where the 
cut-stone men had suffered by giving con- 
tracts to these people and not being able to 

et what the contracts called for. So the 

uarry-Owners’ Association was formed to 
work in connection with the Cut-Stone Con- 
tractors’ Association and give stability to the 
latter, as wellas to strengthen the quarry- 
men’s interests. 

But we can hardly say that the existing 
state of things is, entirely satisfactory, because 
we are now in the hands of the cut-stone men. 
It has become a system of wheels within 
wheels, and although the Quarry-Owners' As- 
sociation is supposed to be the biggest wheel, 
it is virtually turned at pleasure by two small- 
er wheels. cut-stone men are ruled by the 
Journeymen Stone-Cutters’ Association. We 
are all at the merey of the journeymeu and 
the public pays the freight. No member of 
the Cut-Stone Contractors’ Association can buy 
stone from any one 
Quarry-Owners’ A iation, and the quarry- 
owners must not sell to any one else. This is 
not expressly stated in our constitution, but it 
is tacitly understood, and is as unalter- 
abie as the laws of the Medes and 


sociation is bound not to employ any men 
but members of the Journeymen Stonecutters’ 
Association. Nota stone cut outside of the 
city can be used here, and no stone brought in 
uncut can be cut without the sanction of the 
Stonecuttere’ Association, Stonemasons are 
not allowed to cut stone on penalty of not be- 
uig allowed todo mason work of any kind if 
the do attempt it. When a man wants to build 
a house he must pay the 22 demanded by 
the various associations. e must employ no 
contractor who is not a member of the Cut- 
Stone Contractors’ Association He must buy 
his stone from the Quarry-Owners’ Associa- 
tion, and he must hire members of the Jour- 
a gy Stonecutters’ Association to do h 
work. 
How an Outsider Saved $12,000. 

Once in a long while stone is brought into 
the city secretly, and the work is done before 
the workmen. find out where the stone came 
from. For instance, I know a man who could 
not get any members of the trade to furnish 
him stone and put up his house for less than 
$18,000. He new that was an exor- 
bitant figure, and started out to buy 
his own stédne. By good fortune 
he succeeded in getting his stone here secret- 
ly, and his eer cost only $6,000. Of course 
the principal of the Quarry-Owners’ Associa- 
tion is that one man’s money is as good as 
another, but under the present system it is 
tacitly understood that no man’s money is 
available unless he is a member of the sys tém 
of associations. If the journeymen stonecut- 
ters and the cut-stone men are allowed to com- 
bine the quarry-owners are forved to do like- 


What do you do when outsiders com- 
plain?“ 

Their cases are brought up before the 
meeti of the Quarry Owners“ Association, 
and if the man continues to make trouble he 
is boycotted. Besides, if the Cut Stone Associ- 
ation has a case against him he is boycotted. 
Of course this state of things does not apply 
to stone used in foundations. That is a mat- 
ea the Stonemason’s Union takes care 
of. 


IN DEFIANCE OF THE SYSTEM, 


Quarry Men Who Declare Trades Unions 
Forced Them to Combine for Protection, 


It is understood that the Bloomington-Bed- 
ford Stone company suffered some severe les- 
sons at the hands of the combination before it 
was brought to terms. The company had 
been doing some business here, when sudden- 
ly its orders stopped coming in. The com- 
pany could not understand why no one would 
buy of it until a member of the Cut-Stone 
Contractors’ Association informed officials of 
the company, secretly, that the company was 
not on the list. At first the company refused 
to be domineered over, but the fact was made 
evident that it was a case of submit or quit 
the business, and the company took its dose of 
medicine as gracefully as possible. William 
C. Shaw, Secretary of the company, was 
asked to tell the history of the case, but he 
refused to do so. and said that he was now in 
full. sympathy with the association. 

“* The firm I represent is a member of the 
Quarryman’s Association, he said. We 
entered it because wecould make more money 
by joining it than N fighting it. We knew 
that where we could make Benes outside we 
could make dollars inside. 

„ But how about those who are not inside?“ 

„Well, there will always be those who will 
feel disgruntled to see others who have a good 
thing. In the association we have got a good 
thing; out of it we have not. I claim that it 
is just the same as those who have got fat 
plums in government offices. Of course, those 
of the opposite party who haven't got the of- 
fices are always ready to kick.“ 

What have you to say to the fact that men 
have brought stone to this city in good faith 
and been put to great loss and difficulty be- 
cause they were not in the association!“ 
All [have to say is that such men were 
lacking in business sagacity. If they had been 
good business-men they would have consulted 
the customs of this city and found that they 
must be in accord with the rules of our associ- 
ation before they could do anything. A man 
must be short-sighted who would put his 
money into stone without first possessing him- 
self of the factors at work in the trade here. 
Why, a man wouldn't expect to go into the 
building business without consulting the cit 
ordinances. Why should he be — 
when he runs afoul of the association?”

Forced to Combine by Trades Unions. 


“ Well, there must bé regulations among us. 
To tell the truth the government ought to 
take charge of all these matters. There must be 
laws for protecting men in business similar to 
ours, and if the government will not do it 
there muat be combinations formed to do it. 
There ought to bea department of labor in 
the government as there is a Department of 
Agriculture. The main reason why our asso- 
ciation was started was to meet the associa- 
tions of the workingmen. It got so that we 
were virtually ruled by the trades unions, 
and we had to combine to take care of our- 


| selves. At present the trades unions make 


concessions to us and we to them.’ 

** Do the laws of your association bind the 
members to buy and sell and work only 
among association men?“ 

No; our laws say that there is nothing in 
the rules to prevent any member from deal- 
ing with whomsoever he pleases. Of course 
every member favors every other member.

TO PROCEED AGAINST THE COMBINE, 


What District-Attorney Milchrist 
State’s-Attorney Longenecker Sav. 
Clearer violations of the Federal [aw against 
combinations in restraint of trade it would be 
hard t@imagine. That law says that every 
contract, or combination in any form, which 
shall be in restraint of trade or commerce 
among the several States is declared illegal. 
And the punishment is fixed at a fine of $5,000 
and im prisoù ment of one year, or both. Fur- 


and 


son who shall be injured in his business or 
property by any other persons or corporations 
guilty of any act forbidden by this law, may 
sue and recover three-fold the damage thereby 
sustained together with the cost of suit and 
attorney’s fees, This would seem to adequate- 
ly cover the case. 

“I have already spent some time looking 
into this stone combination,” said United 
States District-Attorney Milchrist. I have 
got far enough to believe that it is an out- 
rage on the community. I shall not have the 
least hesitation in bringing the matter to the 
attention of the Attorney-General and pre- 
senting it to the next Federal grand jury. The 
only question over which I have been hesitat- 
ing is whether the restraint of trade which ex- 
ists is a restraint of inter-State trade and 
commerce. If it is I can see no reason why 
indictments could not be found under the 
Sherman act. There certainly, it would seem 
to me, could be no question but that this mat- 
ter could be — by our State auti-trust 
legislation. 

The Law in the Case. 
State’s-Attorney Longenecker said yester- 


ay:

Sec. 269 A, Chap. 38, of the Revised Statutes 
of Illinois provides that any association at- 
tern pting to fix or limit the amount or quantity 
of any article, eommodity, or merchz adise to be 
manufactured. mined, produced, or sold in 
this State shall be deemed and adjudged guilty 
of a conspiracy to defraud, and be subject to 
indictment and punishment as provided in 
this act,’ while Sec. 269 C provides a 
penalty of not less than $500 nor more than 
$2,000 fine for the first offense; not less than 
$2,000 nor more than $5,000 for the second 
offense; for the third offense not less than 
$5,000 nor more than $10,000, and for every 
subsequent offense and conviction $15,008. 
Any president, manager, director, or other 
officer or agent or receiver found guilty of a 
violation of the act may be fined not less than 
or more than $1,000, or be pun- 
ished by confinement in the county jail 
not to exceed one year, or both. 
The evidence seems to be conclusive that 
these associations by combining are control- 
ling the trade in this city and limiting the 
num ber of those in the business, thereby lim- 
iting the output of stone from the yards here. 
The testimony to the effect that stone was sys- 
tematically kept from beipg sawed in the city 
is sufficient. It is well for the public to know 
that any contracts made wherein the price is 
forced up, or the output limited, are not bind- 
ing, and those persons in the associations can- 
not collect money on such contracts. I will 
push this business to a close. 


LAY DELEGATES WANT RECOGNITION. 


Prelude to the Quadrennial Conference of 
the Methodist Church. 

Omana, Neb., May 1.—[Special. |—As a pre- 
lude to the quadrennial conference of the 
Methodist Chureh which convenes tomorrov- 
100 lay delegates met today and discussed im- 
portant topics. Postmaster Field of Phil- 
adelphia was made Chairman and Young of 
North Dakota Secretary. The Chairman re- 
quested Dr. John E. Jones of the Laymen’s 
Association of Philadelphia to state to the 
delegates the object for which the meeting 
was called. Jones said that the laymen of 
Philadelphia had been discussing for some 
time the possibility of gecuring more power 
and influence in the general conference than 
that which they uswally exercised. The lay- 
men, he said, were as a rule ‘unfamiliar with 
the workings of general conferences and were 
not personally acquainted with the Bishops as 
the ministerial delegates were, and for this 
reason the laymen as a rule failed to exercise 
that influence in the conference deliberations 
that their interests really demanded. It was 
also the belief of the Philadelphia laymen that 
the time had come fur them to ask for equal 
representation with the ministers in the gen- 
eral conferences. So this meeting of 
the laymen had been called before 
the conference met in order that the 
laymen might present a request for the pri vi- 
lege of being seaged in a body separate from 
the ministers in the conference, and to 
express a desire for ual representation in 
the next .general conference. After several 
speeches pro and con the resolution which had 
been offered soon after the discussion arose 
by Shaw of Iowa for the purpose of request- 
ing the conference to seat the lay delegates 
88 was put and carried by a vote of 
74 to 24.

EXTENSIVE FIRE IN WINNIPEG, MAN. 


An Early Morning Blaze Destroys Nearly 
a Score of Building, 
Wir, Man., May 1.—The most exten- 
sive fire in the history of Winnipeg oceurred 
at 2 o’clack this morning, before it was 
under control sixteen or eighteen buildings 
were totaliy destroyed. A space covering 
nearly three acres is now a mass of smolder- 
ing ruins. ‘ 
The fire started under the stage of the Prin- 
cess Opera-House, and was burning, it is sup- 
posed, about an hour before discovered. 
Members of a theatrical company were play- 
ing there and left their dressing-rooms and the 
house was locked up about 1 o’clock. At 2 
_o’cloek people in G Union Hotel opposite 
heard a loud explosion in the theater and al- 
most instantly the place was filled with flames. 
When the fire brigade arrived it was found 
that the water-works company had closed 
down for repairs, and, as the hydrants were 
useless, the hose had to be led to tanks before 
the water was turned on the fire. By that time 
the Onera-House and five or six stores iu the 
Opera-House block were completely in flames, 
and so quickly did the block burn that not a 
dollar’s worth of stuff was rescued. The 
flames spread with great rapidity, and fifteen 
minutes after the rm had been sounded 
they had crossed an alley and caught Mc. 
Gregor’s large livery stable, in which were 
thousands of dollars’ werth of carriages, etc., 
including all the wagons of the Dominion Ex- 


press company, 3 
In spite of all efforts of the 7 the 
flames seized upon the build the oppo- 
site side of the street. Frost & Wood’s agri- 
cultural implement warehoyse, Green’s feed 
store, Bawit’s grain warehouse, a carriage.re- 
pairing shop, the Salvation Army barracks, 
and three private residences across the street 
were all on fire at the same time and were 
burned to the ground with their contents ex- 
_ cept Bawif’s grain warehouse, which was 
partially saved. Three residences and two 
large stables on the streets running back from 
the opera-house were also destroyed and little

The Grand Union Hotel was in imminent 
danger, but the flremen saved the big hotel. 
Rusco & Swift’s Uncle Tom's Cabin“ company 
lost everything. Ihe proprietors of the Opera- 
House are heavy losers. They carried only 
$6,000 insurance, which would barely cover the 
scenery and properties. Total losses are 
heavy, but cannot be estimated, while the in- 
surance appears to be excessively l'ght.

They Voice Their Complaint Against the 
Coutractors.

Nine of the eleven firms who have 
World’s Fair contracts on their hands 
have acceded to the men's demands. 
The two firms who as yet have not agreed to

J. M. Murray, one of the members of the 
Bridgemen’s Union, said yesterday: 

We are bound to win. Agnew says he 
can get enough sailors to do ourwork. But 
the sailors have a union and they will not go 
out there. Now, even if he gets non-union 
sailors. to work for him, they can’t do 
our work. They can climb all right 
but after they get up in the air they can’t 
handle the tools. It would take three of them 
to do as much work as a bridgeman. Who 
was it that went up on those big trusses during 
the storm and put guy ropes on the traveler 
260 feet up in the air? Was it the sailors? 
No, our own men wentup there and risked 
their lives to save the contractor’s property, 
and now he don’t even want us to have a fair 
recom pensation for our labor.“ , 

An official of the Architectural Iron Work- 
ers’ Union said yesterday: 

„ As far as I understand there is practically 
an agreement between ourselves and the 
Bridgemen’s Union by which it was under- 
eed” that the two unions join in 
their demands for eight hours work and thir- 
ty-five cents an hour as a minimum rate of 
wages. The bridgemen, however, say that such 
an agreement was made and ratified by their 
Union, but that the Architectural Iron Workers 
refused to indorse it at their regular meeting.

WILL MANUFACTURE IN CHICAGO. — 


A Refrigerating Machine Which Has Just 
! Been Invented. , 

A model of a refrigerating machine is on 
exhibition in the office in the Union Depot of 
M. Crowell, controller of the tracks of the 
Pennsylvania railway lines. A plant to man- 
ufacture the machine will be built in Chicago, 
and ¢ force of 200 men employed. The ma- 
chine consists of a large cyliuder surrouuded 
by a water pocket in which the 
air is compressed. On the return stroke 
of the piston the air is forced out into con- 
densers, which are filled with tubes, through 
which water passes. The air goes round. the 
water through the tubes. The air is then 
drawn into a smaller cylinder, where it is ex- 
panded into a vacuum cylinder. On the re- 
turn stroke of the pistol it is forced 
out through a valve into refrigerating 
coils. The peculiar shape of the valve is such 


asto allow air, which is cut off from the 


vacuum cylinder, to expand to its full capacity, 
which 8 refrigeration at the low pres-

Wit 
this pressure it can chill tLe air down to 28° 
below zero.

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LEMONTAGNE SHOT WHILE TRYING 
TO SLAY DETECTIVE HOWARD. 


Penned Up in a 16-Feot Back Yard on 
Boston Avenue Joseph Lemontagne and 
Thomas J, Howard Engage in Deadly 
Combat—Michael Raftery, Attracted by 

a Shot, Arrives on the Scene and Saves 
Howard by Putting Two Bullets Into 
Lemontagne. of * 


In a little sixteen-foot back yard on Boston 
avenue a terrible battle for life took place 
yesterday: In the struggle an ex-convict 
named Joseph Lemontagne was instantly 
killed and Thomas J. Howard, a Central Sta- 
tion detective. sergeant, and Officer Michael 
Raftery of the Maxwell Street Station nar- 
rowly escaped bullets from his revolver. 
These two officers, with Officer Hanley of the 
Maxwell Street Station, were doing duty on 
South Halsted street at 11:30 a. m. as the 
labor parade was passing, when they noticed 
that Lemontagne gvoided them, ana, after 
dodging in and out of the crowd, started on a 
run north on Halsted street. Officer How- 
ard, dressed in citizen’s clothes, started in 
pursuit. Lemontagne turned the corner, 
ran down Boston avenue, and dodged into a 
narrow passageway between two buildings, 
witlk the officer close behind him. Instead of 
finding away of escape through the back 
hoy the crook found himself in a trap, with 

igh board fences at every side and a police- 
man behind. Likeatiger at bay, he turned 
upon his pursuer and covered him with his 
revolver. 

Officer Howard whipped out his gun, but 
the leather scabbard came with it and made 
the weapon useless for the occasion. Not 
a whit daunted by the revolver which was 

inted at his face, the officer made a lunge at 

is antagonist, head downward, and in an in- 
stant had him pinioned against the fence. 
Then began an exciting battle, in which How- 
ard did not seem to have a ghost of a show. 
His antagonist, besides being armed, was a 
man of remarkable physical strength, and 
Howard realized that nothing but his own 
dexterity could. save his life. He 
strained every nerve in the endeavor to 
disarm the fellow, while Lemontagne, 
who saw the penitentiary before him, bent 
all his efforts toward killing the officer. Once 
he had the muzzle of his 38 caliber Smith & 
Wesson pressed against the officer’s left breast, 
„but, just at the moment when he pulled the 
trigger, Howard by a desperate effort twisted 
his body so that the bullet only passed 
through the breast of his coat. Then the 
struggle was renewed and before long How- 
ard felt the cold muzzle of Lemontagne’s re- 
volver pressing against his left temple. This 
time desperation gave him the strength to 
push away, and just as he did there wasa 
— and a report and the powder burned his 

ace, 

Attracted by the shot Officer Raftery dashed 
into the yard with his revolver in his hand. 
Lemontagne stood with his back to the fence, 
his face toward Raftery and Howard between 
himself and Raftery. He was bearing Howard 
to the ground and a portion of his left breast 
could be seen above Howard’s * At the 
sight of Raftery Lemontagne held Howard as 
in a vise with one hand while with 
the other he fired a shot at Raftery. 
The bullet crashed against the wall of the 
little cottage and as it did so Raftery 
fired. His nerve was steadyand his aim 
good, for the bullet found a lodging place in 
Lem ontagne’s left breast. Lemontagne’s§face 
blanched but he did not stagger or release his 
hold upon Howard. As if with a last de- 
termination to kill his antagonist he fired one 
more shot at Howard, but without effect. An 
instant later Raftery sent a bullet crashing 
into Lemontagne’s head. Lemontagne re- 
leased his hold upon Howard, his limbs and 
mene grew rigid, and he fell to the ground 

ead. 

For a moment Raftery and Howard looked 
at each other speechiess as they thought of 
the narrow escape they had had. Neither 
spoke a word and Raftery suddenly turned 
and fied from the yard leaving Howard alone 
with the body of the man who had made such 
desperate attempts to kill him. By this time 
Officer Hanley, who had heard tne shooting, 
had arrived and the patrol wagon was c 

The dead man was known as Lemon, or 
“ Crazy Lemont,” and „ and. desperate. 
He had served two terms at Joliet for burg- 
lary..Two years ago he attempted to-kill 
Officer O'Malley when the latter attempted to 
arrest him and was shot in turn by O' Malie. 
He was not seriously wounded’ and succeeded 
in making his escape from the County Hos- 
pital while there for treatment. 

On his way back to the, station Officer Raf- 
tery ran into the Henry street gang and fared 
badly. When Raftery in company with Offi- 
cer Hanley reached Biue Island avenue and 
Polk street he noticed a row in progress in 
Mark Ryan’s saloon. The fight was between 
several members of the Henry strect gang and 
some other toughs, Raftery stepped in and 
endeavored to stop the fight. As soon as Pat 
Ryan recognized the officer heshouted: Let's 
do him!“ Grasping a pop bottle from the coun- 
ter he rushed on the officer and dealt 
him a blow on the head. Raftery was felled 
to the floor. He regained his feet and with 
Hanley attacked the crowd. Clubs and beer 
bottles few for a few moments. After a se- 
vere struggle the officers succeeded in arrest- 
ing Ed Cronin and Patand Jim Ryan. The 
patrol-wagou was called and the trio landed 
in a Maxwell street cell. Raftery was so se- 
verely injured that a physician was sum- 
moned. The blow dealt him cut a gash in his 
‘forehead and it took four stitches to close it. 

Lemontagne’s brother and sister called at 
the county morgue during the afternoon to 
identify the body of the dead man. Morgue- 
keeper Monaghan was surprised when the 
sister demanded to know where Lemontagne’s 
diamond was. 

„Diamond!“ repeated Officer Monaghan, 
Indeed I have not set eyes on a diamond. 

Just the same he wore one in his shirt 
front, a stone which was worth $700, and I 
suppose the officers who killed him have got 
it.” 

The inquest has been set for 10 o’clock this 
morning.

Levi Hail Struck by a Flying Timber— 
Cloudburst at Beatrice. 

Geneszo, III., May 1.— Special. |—The storm 
of yesterday was of greater magnitude than at 
first reported. In the country barns, windmills, 
and small buildings were demelished and great 
damage done to fields. The rain fell in tor- 
rents and was accompanied by heavy hail. 
In this city sidewalks “were blown to pieces 
and several buildings badly damaged, Levi 
Hail was struck by flying timbers and had one 
thigh broken. He died last night. 

Beatrice, Neb,, May 1.— Special. — Tune 
heaviest rainstorm ever known in this section 
occurred last night. Thousands of dollars of 
damage was done in the city to property o 
all kinds. When the storm was at its height 
a cloud, burst in the southwest part of the city, 
flooding that part from five to fifteen feet in 
depth, and drownuig a number ot norses and 
cattle. No lives were lost. Mrs. Robert 
Noakes was carried from her bed in a faint- 
ing condition, being badly frightened on 
awaking and finding the room flooded.

It turned out, how- 
ever, that the Missouri and Ohio svon exhaust- 
ed themselves, and beth are now falling fast. 
The fact that the river is now rising at Mem- 
phis with muct. less rapidity than it was a few 
days ago shows that the flood wave is now 
coming down into the leveed section of the 
valley. Below Memphis the river is rising 
everywhere, but so far it is not within a foot 
of last year’s mark and the levees are able to 
stand two feet more than they did last year, 
provided they are not weakened by continued 
rains. The doubtful weather now prevalent 
below Vicksburg is thus asource of some anx- 
iety but no general alarm is felt. The Federal 
and State engineers have made every prepara- 
tion for the worst. Ex-City Engineer Harrod,

The system and practical workings of the 
Toynbee Hall organization in England are 


Well known in this country. They have been 


describe frequently in magazines and by En- 
glish philanthropists who have been here 


seeking to grouse the missionary spirit in the 


same direction. There is much sympathy 
with that system here. The good that if ac- 
complishes in England has been recognized 
fally and there have been thoroughly organ. 
iged efforts in our leading cities upon the 
same lines, notably at Hull House in Chicago. 
Thus far, however, it is not clear how much 
good they have accomplished. This work is 
eonfined to children and it will take a long 
time, therefore, to ascertain just what effect 
the hard working and zealous women of Hull 
House, for instance, are Aaving upon those 
who are induced to avail themselves of the 


advantages offered them. 


In a word, no such results are secured as 
those which flow from the operations of Toyn- 


bee Hall in England. The philanthropy is. 


practical enough, but almost insuperable dif- 


’ ficulties stand in the way of apply img the meth- 


ods to the slunis of American cities, and it is 
due to this reason: In London and in all 
British cities the poor are British people, and 
have been so for generations. They speak 
and think in the Engiishlanguage. Whatever 


ideas and legree of civilization they may have 


are English. In race, religion, and habits 
they are English. Iftheycan read they have 
read English books, and the ideas they have 
obtained from them are English. They are a 
part ot the British body politie and to the 
manner born. They are a part of the grest 
British family, “bone of its bone and flesh of 
flesh.”” Such is the constitution of the 

itish slums. "4 
But what of the slums in American cities? 
What is the nature of their population? It is 
made up foreigners, of Italians, Hungarians, 

i some Germans, noné 


Poles, Russians, and

Socialists, Anarchists, and haters of every- 
thing American. They have no knowledge 
either of American or British ideas, of litera- 
ture, religion, self-government, or anything 
else that goes to make up American citizen- 
ship, They can only be communicated with 
by interpreters on any subject. They are un- 
“fitted for the reception of American ideas, 
and on every possible occasion they show 
their hostility to them. They are unclean, 
debased in mind and body, and mostly slaves 
of alcohol. They are the constituency to 
which the Moste and Ravachols of society 
make their appeals with success. What, 
therefore, can be done for them? How can 
philanthropists reach them, talk to them, 
change their un-American ideas and reclaim 
therm? 

Such are the enormous difficulties which con- 
front American missionaries of reform when 
they seek to influence and elevate the denizens 
of the slums in American cities. Slumming 
in British cities in comparison is a light and 
easy task for the reason we have stated. The 
British poor and debased can be. approached 
from many sides. They can be appealed to 
from the national feeling, which is the strong- 


slums has no points in common with Amer- 
icans. He not only has not the American 
national feeling but he hates everything 
American. He is the natural enemy of Amer- 
ican law, American government, American 
ideas, American schools and churches, and 
American society. All that our philanthro- 
pists can do therefore is to work among the 
children of these wretched ali2na who are 
sent to the public schools and have to speak 
the language of the counfry. It may be pos- 
sible to Americanize them in greater or less 
degree, but there is no hope of changing the 
adult aliens of the slums. All that can be 
done is to compel them to obey the laws which 
they gladly would throttle. 


NO VIRTUE IN FORCE BILLS. 

The Florida Republicans a short time ago 
held their State convention, elected Harrison 
delegates to the National convention, and 
adopted a platform in which they declare that 
it is useless for them to vote, as their votes are 
counted out. Their complaint is stated freely 
in the following resolution: 

That we consider it utterly useless for us to put 
tickets in the field for any office State, Congres- 
sional, or national and we hereby decline to do 
so until our rights are protected and our political 
liberty secured to us by the enactment of an 
effective national election law. 

The Republicans carried Florida in 1876, al- 
though the Democratic bulldozers shot and 
killed many of them and devised every meth- 
od of swindling at the ballot-box known to 
Southern Bourbons. In 1880 they had so im- 
proved upon and perfected these methods of 
ballot-box stuffing and intimidatian that they 
carried the State by a small majority. Ir. 
1884 they increased their majority and in 1888 
made it a large one, and now they have so 
fixed their fraudulent election system as to 
completely snuff out the Republican vote 
without even having to take the trouble of 
bringing out halt their own vote. As in Mis- 
sissippi, they have brought fraud, counting 
out, disfranchisement, intimidation, terroriz- 
mg and every other form of cheating down'to 

“a fine art, and so perfectly does the machinery 
of fraud work it is no wonder that the Re- 
publican convention declines to run any 
ticket for any ofiice, even the least important.

Of course this means the disfranchise- 
ment of the bulk of colored voters, there be- 
ing no one to explam the system to them or 
to sée that they get the right votes in the right 
boxes, while the illiterate white Democrats, 
who are almost as numerous as the illiterate 
negroes, are coached by the white election of- 
ficials, who have absolute control of the voting 
machinery. A force bill might protect 
the one vote for Congressman and there its ju- 
risdiction would stop. Hard and unjust as it 
may seem, under the Constitution there is no 
power vested in Congress by which it can pro- 
tect the complainants in their right to vote 
and have their votes counted as against the 
will of the solid white Democratic element. 
This is the despair of the situation and it 
might as well be recognized. There is but 
oné alternative. Either the negroes must ac- 
cept the situation and not vote, or not have 
their votes counted if they do, or a large frac- 
tion of them must join the Democratic party. 
Then it will split and the whites of each party 
will protect the blacks in their right to vote 
as they did in the recent election in Louisiana, 
where thousands of negro Republicans went 
over to the Foster Democrats and, for once, 
not oly. voted without interference but had 
the novel experience of seeing their votes 
counted. The tie that holds the whites to- 
gether in one party in the South is the fear of 
negro rule, which to them is intolerable and 
never will be submitted to. No force bill can 
be framed or enforced that will do the blacks 
any good, and the sooner they recognize this 
fact the better for them. Their only hope lies 
in political division.

The truth is that the production of silver 


last year was close to two and a quarter times 
that of 1873, Yet in all that time there has 


been no notable incréase in the demand for 
silver. Germany, France, Belgium, and Italy 
have céased to coin it, except for subsidiary 
money, a temporary demand by India has 
caused a glut there, and the artificial demand 
by the United States Government has scarcely 
formed an offset to the reduction in the de- 
mand by the members of the Latin Union. 
No important new use for silver has been dis- 
covered, such as that which justified an ad- 
vance in the price of copper.. There has been 
some ‘increase in its consumption for the 
manufacture of silverware, and that is all. 
Meanwhile the cost of producing it has stead- 
ily decreased till itis now less than half the 
cost of production. twenty years ago, and still 
the cheapenitig process goes on, so that it is 
not illogical to expect that ere many more 
years have rolled by the bullion price of silver 
will be little higher than that of copper, 
while unlike Copper its use is not spreading 
except for purposes of mere ornamentation. 
The Government of the United States is not 
responsible for the fact that the people of 
other countries have taken a stand in regard 
to silver which is either common sense or 
foolish according to the opinion of the indi- 
vidual who comments on it. Nor are the cit- 
izens of this country called upon to act the 
part of universal policeman in bringing the 
rest into correct line in case the latter be in 
the wrong. Simply, it is beyond their power 
td take that role with any better result than 
complete failure. Thesilver monometallists, 
falsely professing to be bimetallists, insist 
that our government shall proceed to take this 
unnatural position, and thereby render itself 
ridiculous in the eyes of the world outside, 
while entailing on its people the calamity of a 


financial disaster such as has no parallel in 


history. ° 

It may legitimately be claimed that the 
enormous cheapening in the cost of produ- 
cing silver which has occurred in the las} few 
years abundantly justifies the wisdom of 
those European financiers who der ded in the 
seventies that gold would be for the future 
the only stable standard of Money value. But 
apart from this we canp% get rid of the fact 
that they did so decide, and that they are now 
less likely than ever before to agree on fifteen 
anc a half of sixteen ounces, of silver 
as equal in yaiue to ons ounce of gold. They 
have toe, much good sense to thus attempt 
to contradict the judgment of the commercial 
world. It is only a lot of dolts in the United 
States, who have no wore wisdom than chick- 
eng whose heads are not yet out of the shell, 
who are capable of the folly of claiming that 
a dollar worth fifty cents or less can be made 
to circulate on equal terms with another that 
is worth a hundred cents, and that, too, in 
open market. Their argument shows that 
it is reserved for the greatest and most 
progressive nation on the face of the earth to 
prove itcan produce a crop of the biggest 
fools that can possibly exist in this enlight- 
ened age of the world's history. 


RUSSIAN BOARDS OF TRADE. 

Russia is behind the times. The fact has 
been stated again and again. It is now in 
order to make the statement more forcibly 
than ever before. The government of that 
immense country has decided to establish a 
number of boards of trade, and on the Amer- 
ican model. It has sent emissaries to the 
United States with instructions to examine 
and report on the différent features of the 
business systems here, the design being to use 
the information for ‘the benefit of the land 
which lies under the bears.” The commis- 
sioners have reported that our elevators and 
boards of trade are most important aids to 
the conduct of the grain business, particularly 
the export part of it, and these things are to be 
adopted in Russia as among the best approved 
essentials to modern civilization. 

Alas for poor Russia! it is taking up with 
these things just about the time we are re- 
solving to discard them as not only useless but 
absolutely oppressive to the classes they have 
been supposed to benefit. Certain friends of 
the American farmer claim to have discovered 
recently that the elevator system as conducted 
in Duluth, Chicago, and some other cities is 
his worst enemy, and much the same thing is 
alleged of the boards of trade. The latter 
are said to be @¢cially injurious to him, be- 
cause they are in effect institutions which are 
always beating down prices and never aiding 
to elevate them, and a vast mass of so-called 
testimony to this effect has been accumulated 
in Washington for use by the men who are 
moving hed¥en and earth in the endeavor to 
secure the passage of the Hatch bill. 

The benighted Russians entertain the idea 
that the proposed board of trade organiza- 
tions will be of immense value in gathering 
and disseminating all available information in 
regard to crops, and will thus assist in pre 
venting famines by enabling those interested 
to take theasures of precaution against a 
dearth of ‘food supplies. Some folks here 
claim to have discovered that this kind of in- 
formation is a nuisance. They decry crop re- 
ports, which tell the people how much food 
there is in the c@mntry, and thus encourage 
the bears to sell short, and they are especially 
inimical to board of trade statisties, because 
those figures are alleged to duplicate facts, 
all to the detriment of the producer. It is 
also pretty well understood here that no or- 
ganization of men will arrange for the collec- 
tion and daily posting of statistics unless in the 
hope that the news will be of some ad- 
vantage to ite members, by enabling them to 
trade intelligently. In order to do this with 
profit they must have the opportunity to buy 
or sell ahead. They must be able to speculate. 
If they see reason to believe that supplies are 
likely to be larger than consistent with cur- 
rent prices the result of their trading on the 
information 1s a decline in prices. In the 
other direction the system tends to a specula- 
tive advance in quotations at a much earlier 
date than it would be conceded by the men 
who buy directly from the farmer, and they 
thus give warning to the rest of the world that 
it is well to husband supplies becausé the con- 
sumption has caught up with production. 
This movement, though the result of acting 
from a selfish desire for gain, is the firat note 
of warning given to the producer, and would 
not be so given unless on information gathered 
by a lot of men each of whom buys or sells as 
he thinks is most likely to yield him a profit. 

If the Hatch bill in its ptesent shape be- 
come a law, and that law be enforeed, the re- 
sult will be a disbandment of many of the 
boards of trade in this country, and a reduc- 
tion in the métnbership of the rest. The in- 
ducements to pay for the collection of crop in- 
formation will be so much diminished, and 
the ability to pay for it correspondingly cut 
down, that the news will not be gathered and 
published except by the slow coach methods 
of the General Goverument. This, as well as 
the abolition of short selling and long buying 
in produce, is counted on and wished for by 
the men who advocate the passage of the 
Hatch bill. Iu other words, they want to cut 
off the very features on which Russia is now 


looking with longing eyes as constituting the 


one thing needful to an intelligent solution of 


mistaken. Either they are about to adopt 
worn-out usages and indorse a false philoso- 
phy, or the many wiseheads in the United 
States who are crying out for the protection to 
the farmer which the Hatch bill alone can 
give are themselves badly mistaken. Which 
is it? Russia is hoping by establishing the 
competition of open markets to take its pro 
ducers from under the thumbs of the interior 
grain buyers, who have hitherto paid what 
they list and exaeted exorbitant profits out of 
the trade. The Hatch party here is disposed 
to look upon those interior grain buyers as 
the men who should have all the say in regard 
to prices, and profess to hope that the farmer 
would thereby gain an immense advantage as 
compared with present conditions. Which is 
right? 


GOLD HAS NOT RISEN IN VALUE. | 

"The Chairman of the National Silver com- 
mittee says, in a call issued by him, that the 
gold dollar of the United States has grown 
to be a 150-cent dollar and is still growing at 
an augmented rate.“ Other free silverites 
make assertions to the same effect, alleging 
that, owing to the increasing scarcity of gold 
and the competition for it for the purpose of 
discharging obligations, it has advanced about 
50 per cent since 1873 and is still advancing. 

Two facts prove the untrutnfulness of their 
allegations. One of them is that the yearly 
product of gold does not increase, although it 
could be about doubled if it were profitable 
to do so, The other is that the number of 
grains of gold which the laborer gets for his 
day’s work has increased in all the gold-using 
nations of the world. 

The first effect of a greater demand for a 
commodity is to stimulate its production. 
This is as true of gold as it is of iron ore, 2op- 
per, or clothing. Were there that demand for 
gold which the silverites say there is it would 
be profitable to work yres which are neglected 
now because th are low grade. Gold fields 
which haw een abandoned in past yeafs be- 
cause “ey barely repaid what was expended 
or’ them would have become the scene of 
activity had gold been as eagerly sought for 
as is claimed. The little worked mines of 
Asia would have been developed. 

Nothing of this sort has happened. During 
the decade, 1861-’70, the yearly product of gold 
was $132,000,000 a year.. During the next dec- 
ade it was about $120,000,000. During the 
last three years it ranged from $119,000,000 to 
$124,000,000, Had there been an increased de- 
mand the product -would have been much 
greater. Furthermore, that there is no grow- 
ing demand for gold for coinage purposes 
is shown by the fact that the consumption of 
that metal by manufacturers is increasing 
more rapidly than its condumption by the 
mints. A few decades ago the amount coined 
yearly was decidedly in excess of that used in 
manufactures and the arts. At present the 
quantities used are about equal. Had gold ad- 
vanced 50 per cent it is not likely that the 
quantity of goldplate in use would increase as 
it has. 

In the next place no one pretends to deny 
that there has been an advance in wages in 
this country andin Europe during the last 
twenty years. Ithas been more marked in 
some classes of labor than in others. It has 
been disguised. in some instances by the fact 
that while the wages in a particular trade 
have not gone up the work is done by a new 
set of hands who previously did poorer work 
and got lower pay, while those whom they re- 
placed are domg other work for which they 
get better pay. But itis admitted that wages, 
paid on a gold basis, have gone up. Since 
the working classes here arid elsewhere get 
more gold for a‘day’s work than twenty years 
ago it cannot. be said that for them gold has 
become dearer or harder to get. They get more 
gold fora smaller number of hours’ work 
than in 1873, and hence find it easier to get 
gold with which to pay their debts now than 
then. 0 

What is true of the average work ingman is 
also true of the average farmer, The latter 
gets, thanks to improved machinery, better 
means of transportation, te., more grains of 
gold for his day’s work now—all the products 
of his farm being taken into consideration— 
than he did in 1873. And when he borrowed 
gold then he had to pay more days’ work by 
far for its use than now. 


REVISING THE BELGIAN CONSTITUTION. 

The dispatches from Brussels indicate that 
the Kingdom of Belgiam, with a population 
about five times that of Cook County, is in a 
state of great excitement on the question of 
revising the Constitution so as to add to the 
number of electors. The present organic law, 
framed in 1831, was exceedingly liberal for 
that time, but it has remained uualtered for 
sixty years, while neighboring countries have 
broadened their electoral basis. France, 
which exerts a great influence on Belgian 
thought, has universal suffrage. 

The Chamber of Representatives is elected 
by citizens 21 years of age paying direct taxes 
to the annual amount of nearly 8. These 
taxes are either levied on real and personal 
property or are trade licenses. There is no 
income tax. In 1890 the voting liste con- 
tained the names of but 133,089 persons, or 
one for every 21.08 persons, while in the 
United States there is, on a rough average, 
about one voter for every five persons. The 
Chamber is, therefore, far from being a repre- 
sentative body. It represents chiefly the 
land-owners, merchants, and shopkeepers. 
The working classes, especially in the factories. 
and the mines, have nothing to say concerning 
their government. The number of men em- 
ployed in the mining and metal industries, 
tha manufacture of glass, the textile fabrics, 
eto. is Over half a million, hardly one in a 
thousand of whom can cast a vote. The de 
mand of these persons forthe extension of 
the suffrage to them has been gaining strength 
with their growing intelligence and organiza- 
tion, and it has become too strong to be re- 
sisted. 

The King is in favor of revision. Its most 
earnest opponents are the leaders of the 
Clerical or Conservative party, who fear that 
the ability to elect a majority of the Chamber, 
which they have shown on so many occasions, 
will be taken from them forever when the 
electorate is swollen by a mass of voters from 
the ranks of the workingmen. The middle 


prevail among many of the workers in the 
mines and the factories, and will resist a gen- 
eral broadening of the suffrage. . 

The Chamber now in session will decide in 
afew days whether the question of revision 
shall be considered. If it decides in the 
affirmative, as it doubtless will, an election 
will be called for a new Chamber whose mem- 
bers will make the revision. Desperate efforts 
will be made by the Conservatives to elect 
men who will liberalize the suffrage as little 
as possible. That there must be some en- 
largement few deny. Then, when the work 
has been completed, a new Chamber will be 
elected under the provisions of the amended 
Constitution. All this will take some months, 
and during that period Belgium will be in a 
state of uproar and excitement. :

In Hoboken, where the volice heads are not 
meriaced by a reform opposition Mayor, no 
attention whatever was paid to the Judge’s 
order. Saloons were open as usual and beer 
flowed with undiminished stint. 


RAILROAD ENGINEERS ARE UNEASY. 


Central New Jersey Men May Strike on 
Account of the Reading. 

New York, May 1.—A special meeting of 
Division No. 157, Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, was held today in Jersey City. M. N. 
Clapp, Chairman of the Bourd of Adjudi- 
cation of the brotlierhood on the Read- 
ing system, presided, and when asked 
What had been done aid the best 
of harmony prevailed between the railroad 
officials and the meu and no trouble was ex- 
pected. He did not believe the report that 
the offici@ie were gornig to éstablieh a uni- 
form rate of wages on the different roads 
of the Reading system, which, if true, might 
mean a reduction on some of the lines. 
Other engineer, however, were not as 
confident as was Mr. Clapp, They said 
the Philadelphia and Reading ,fMilroad paid 
its men lower wages than did the Lehigh Val- 
ley or the Jersey Central railroads.

HERE Is AN EPITAPH FOR YOU. 


it Adorns a Monument That Has Just Been 
Made in Minneapolis, 

Minneapolis Tribune: Speaking of epitaphs, 
there is an old gentleman living up near 
Anoka, Jonathan Emerson by name, who has 
coinposed One for himself which is about as 
odd a thing as was ever chiseled into a tomb- 
stone. Not content with merely composing 
it, the author has also picked out his monu- 
ment and has superintended the inscription. 


The work is nearly dene now and the monu- 


ment reposes in the shop of the Lakewood 
Granite and Marble works out or Hennepin 
boulevard, near Thirty-sixth street, where the 
finishing touches are being put on. 

The monument has the usual base and a 
four-sided, white marble shaft, five feet in 
height, each face being twelve tnches in width. 
There is nothing at all remarkable about it at 
first glance, but a careful inspection shows 
that the entire sufface of the shaft is covered 
with letters hardly more than a quarter of an 
inch in height. That is the epitaph. It covers 
the whole of the four sides of the shaft and 
contains 8,000 letters; or to put it in a more 
familiar torm, that epitaph is at least a 
column ino length. : 

As one reads he is struck by the animad- 
version felt by the composer to three things 
in the following ordet: Freemasonry, extrava- 
gence, and church fairs. He seems to have 
been opposing them with all his might in this 
life and evidently proposes to leave a lasting 
declaration of principles: After half a dozen 
quotations from the Bible, the inscription on 
side No. 1 proceeds as follows; the punctua-

More interest was taken in wagon No, 2,

e of the morni papers today says in an 
editorial that the working people of this country 
are much better situated than the working peo- 
ple of Europe; that they have little cause for 
complaint. In the next column it tells of the 
proposed visit by working people to the homes of 
thé wealthy, the millionaires, in New York, 
and in this it gives the direct lie to its first editor- 
ial. When working-girls get 20 cents a day it can- 
not be said they are well sithated. They are not.

But silver is 47 cents an ounce lower — 
two years ago. The laws of trade are seen to 
be stronger than Messrs. Bland and Teller 
and their whole backing of silver barons and 
currency quacks. 


How Financiers Look At It. 


Financiers and men of business generally 
are grateful to President Harrison for stand- 
img out against what is insidiously and dis- 
honestly called free coinagey They do not, 
perhaps, object to an international confer- 
ence, believing that no conference ot sane 
men without selfish interests to serve will de- 
clare for free coinage or anything like it. If 
they object itis on the ground that such a 
conference keeps up the excitement, un- 
steadies men’s minds, and unsettles the mar- 
kets of the world. 

The European world is going to do business 
on a gold basis. So much is clear. If we 

refer silver we shall make ourselves a debtor 

ation. Messrs. Bland and Teller would like 
us to be the India of christendom. Would the 
American ple like it? Would they like to 
pay for all imports in gold and take pay for 
exports in silver? Such are some of the ques- 
tions asked here, .

HE MAY WARN ITALY. 


GERMANY’S EMPEROR DOES NOT 
LIKE ROME’S ECONOMY. 


Humbert’s Proposed Reduction ef His 
Army Draws a Protest from William's 
Statesmen—An Increase in the Teutonic 
War Forces Urged— Triple Alliance 
Politicians Scheming to Secure the Aid 
of England—The Emperor’s Movements 
— What Is Going on in Berlin. 

Bunt, May 1.—The financial embarrass- 
ment of Italy continues to excite serious 
alarm in the Grand General Staff and the Im- 
perial Cabinet. Several conferences were held 
between the Emperor and Count Caprivi on 
the subject, and since the departure of the lat- 
ter for Carisbad the Emperor has consulted 
with the Chief of the General Staff daily. 
There is little doubt that the suggestion has 
been made from Rome that Italy must reduce 
its military establishme:t to help it through 
its present financial difficulties. The proposed 
reduction has been estimated all the way from 
two army corps to one-third of the 
peace force. King Humbert and Premier 
di Rudini are said to ha ve contended that the 
loss of two army corps would not lessen 
Italy’s value to the triple alliance. The moral 
effect of such a reduction, however, it is felt 
here would be great, especially in view of the 
menaces of Russia on the German and Aus- 
trian frontier and the new difficulties threat- 
ened by Bulgaria’s prospective demand for 
recognition. Incase of war between Italy 
and France alone the proposed change would 
probably be fatal. Italy is thought to con- 
template the reduction nevertheless, as it feels 
certain that it could reckon upon the 
unconditional support of Germany in the con- 
flict. German statesmen, however, including 
Prince Bismarck, say it is about time to let 
Italy undertsand that it will not be able to 
enjoy the benefits of the triple alliance in 
peace and war unless it accepts its share of 
the burden. The Emperor also feels strongly 
on the subject, and will point out to King 
Humbert during the latter’s visit to Berlin 
that Italy cannot shirk the full responsibility 
while enjoying the greatest benefits of the 
peace alliance, Whether the Italian army be 
reduced or not, the present display of Italy’s 
weakness will react forcibly on Gerniany. 

Since the first news of the Italian Cabinet 
crisis reached Berlin the Emperor has pushed 
forward with all haste the work on the new 
plan of reorganization and increase of the 
German army. The plan will be laid before 
the Reichstag at its next session and will be a 
demund for more men and more taxes. The 
increase in men will be, it is said, about 50,000 
or 60,000, with or without an accompanying 


provision for the shortening of the term of 


service to two years. The increase of the 
ladres alone, the Munich Allegemeine Zeitung 
estimates, will cost 60,000,000 marks and the 
reform of the artillery and other 
changes perhaps double that amouat. 
Nor will the coming increase of expenditures 
end here, says Prince Bismarck in the Ham- 
burger Nachrichten. Should a war break out 
suddenly, an inspired article says, Germany 
would be obliged to lend Austria and Italy 
money for the mobilization of the armies. At 
the breaking out of the Franco-Prussian war 
Germany exhausted its source of income in 
preparing for the field and since then it has 
not grown so rich as to have money enough 
to move two other armies into the field, espe- 
cially in view of the curtailment of its revenue 
through the zollverein treaties. 
Irritated by Hostile Criticism, 

The Emperor is much irritated by such hos- 
tile comments of the press upon the mere 
rumor of an intended increase in the army, 
but he is not convinced. ‘The officers of the 
grand general staff are unanimous in favoring 
the inerease, which, they say, becomes more 
imperative with the arrival of

Iperor declines to listen to arguments of ö 


liberals that the country can bear no more 
taxes, and says it is the business of his Min- 
ister of Finange to find all the money neces- 
sary to the safety of the empire. Count 
Caprivi supports the Emperor in this attitude 

and if he be persuaded to retain office until 
next winter will throw the whole weight of 
his personality on the side of the bill. The 
government ‘will be willing, it is said, 
to make almost any concession, 
even to the clericals. to secure 
a majority. The Emperor has already given 
party leaders to.understand that the rejection 
or substantial alteration of the bil) will result 
in the dissolution of the Reichstag. The gov- 
ernment will then appeal to the country on 
purely patriotic grounds, conducting its cam- 
paign on the lines laid oat by Prince Bis- 
marck in similar emergencies, 

The Emperor has deprecated the hostility 
of German financiers to the Austro-Hungarian 
reform of the currency, and has let the big 
bankers of Berlin know that they need expect 
no more favors from the government if they 
do not preserve in the future at least a 
neutral attitude. Upon advices received in a 
recent exchange of dispatches between Count 
Caprivi and Count Kalnoky, he ‘maintained 
that although the reform may temporarily ne- 
cessitate a reduction of the military budget, it 
will in two or three years enable Austria to in- 
crease its army and navy. ‘To this considera- 
tion, the inspired writers say, patriotic Ger- 
maus must subordinate all else. Count Kal- 
noky has assured Caprivi that he will make a 
cabinet question of the reform bill, and is con- 
fident that he can carry it through despite the 
opposition of clericals and Poles. 

The fact that Count Caprivi has received no- 
body of ‘political importance in Carisbad 
does not justify the inference that 
foreign affairs are supposed to be in a 
condition satisfactory to Germany. It means 
simply that the Emperor has decided to defer 
all conferences on the European situation un- 
til the arrival of King Humbert in Berlip 
Caprivi has found it impossible to comply 
with his physician’s orders for perfect rest. A 
regular service of couriers has been established 
between the Imperial palace and Carlsbad, 
and the Chancellor often is engaged for two 
hours in official work before he finds time for 
his morning promenade to take the waters, 
He will remain in Carlsbad until the 
third week of this month and then will go to 
Homburg for several weeks. He will, however, 
interrupt his vacation for a few days so as to 
be in Berlin when the King and Queen of Italy 
and Premierdi Rudini come for their summer 
visit. The royal party is expected. to arrive 
here June 9. It is almost certain that Count 
Kalnoky will find an excuse to come to Berlin 
at the same time and consult with the other 
two premiers of the triple alliance. It is ro-

oseph of Austria also will be present during 
the visit of the Italian King, as Emperor Will- 
iam is anxious to have his support in urging 
upon King Humbert the necessity of keeping 
the Italian army up to its present peace 
strength. 
Opposition to the Clerical Press. 

The report of Emperor Franz Joseph’s com- 
ing has excited the bitterest opposition of the 
clerical press, which contends that the recog- 
nition of King Humbert implied by a con- 
sultation of the three soverigns would be 
nothing less than an insult to the Vatican and 
the whole papacy whom the Italian usurper 
has crowded out of their birthrights. The 
Germania doubts that a Roman Catholic 
sovereign like Emperor Franz Joseph would 
lend himself to such a demonstration against 
the church. Nevertheless, it is probable that 
the Austrian Emperor will place the interests 
of his empire above those of the church and 
participgte in the conferences, The 
effort to force Engiand into closer 
relations with the triple alliance has been 
redoubled. It isdirected by a powerful body 
of military men near the throne who believe 


that England's interests in Asia and Africa 


conflict more sharply with those of Russia and 
France than do the interests of any mem- 
ber of the triple alliance. They think that a 
war between England and the dual alliance 
much likelier than a war between the dual 
and triple alliances, and they urge upon Ger- 
man diplomatists the necessity of exploiting 
the situa‘ion to draw England closer to Ger- 
many. German diplomatists are said to have 
been instructed to omit no effort to bring to a 
head the differences between England and 
France in Africa on the ground that these 
differences must result in open conflict sooner

When Minister Smith, the 
new British representative in Morocco, start- 
ed with a brilliant escort Wednesday for Foz 
to present his credentials to the Sultan he was 
accompanied as far as the first 2 by the 
German and Italian Ministers. Austrian 
Minister has been working up the jealousy of 
the Prench representative suggesting that 
France should present the Sultan with some- 
thing that will surpass the Indian elephant 
sent by Queen Victoria at the end 
of last year. The French, being un- 
able to command such a variety of 
live stock as do the English, contemplated 
giving the sultan a few machine guns as an 
offset to the elephant, but the plan was re- 
jected, as it was feared that the Sultan might 
turn the guns, at the first opportunity, against 
the givers. Similar tactics are said to be used 
also against the French in West Afriva and 
Egypt. The representatives of the triple al- 
liance in Constantinople are not less industri- 
ous in fomenting trouble with Russia. There 
is little doubt that Von Ranovitz, Germany’s 


Ambassador, was the man who persuaded the 


Sultan to attempt to alter the flrinan of the 
Khedive. be: 1 
The German Minister at Teherun, moreover, 
is known to be at least answerable for Rus- 
sia’s last coup in lending Persia the money 
with which to indemnify the British sya- 
dicate for being arbifrarily deprived of the 
tobacco concession. The military clique in 
Berlin under whose auspices this underground 
campaign is carried on ex S soon, it is 
said, to have England and Russia embroiled 
in a conflict over Persia and Afghanistan. 
The success of the policy, however, depends 
so much upon the complete secrecy of its ex- 
ecution that its success seems remote if not 
impossible. To what extent the Emperor 
sanctions this shade of policy is unknown. 
Rapid Movements of the Emperor. 


The lightning rapidity of the Emperor’s 
movements this week has completely 
exhausted his suite. During his visit at 
Schlitz he went shooting morning and night, 
tramping over heavy ground for miles at a 
pace which left his companions tramping 
wearily in the rear. Tuesday morning he was 
out shooting again. He returned barely in 
time for luncheon, and in the afternoon drove 
with his host and hostess, the Count and 
Countess of Goertz, to the shooting box at 
Eysenberg, where he hunted again. In the 
evening he started for Schwerin to attend the 
funeral of his grand-aunt. 

Wednesday evening, after the funeral, he 
took a train for Meppen at 100’clock. He 
was on the flring ground in Meppen at day 
break with a score of naval and military 
experts... He examined minutely every 
gun t was especially 
the new small guns for the navy, the big coast 
breech loaders, and the revolving guns. He 
was particularly delighted with the new twin 

un, consisting of two barrels on one carriage. 
He fired this gun himeelf and suggested the 
inaking of a similar pattern for. the iron- 
clads. Krupp’s new nickel-plated compound 
armor plates stood the severest tests, and the 
Emperor remarked that they had now been 
proved to be the finest armor plates yet put 
together.

He examined the keel, funnels, ar- 
‘rangements for armament, and the officers’ 
quarters. He then rested a little in his state- 
room, while the yecht he had boarded cruised 
out toward Heligoland. After a voyage around 
the island he returned to the mouth of the 
Weser Saturday morning. He inspected min- 
utely the dock yards uf the North German 
Lloyd, talked with the Superintendent as to 
the disposition of the Eidbr, and then hastened 
off to Potsdam. He reached the new palace 
early this moraing and went te bed for a rest

Farmer Herman Pfeiffer, sentenced in 1889 
to fifteen years’ imprisonment at hard labor 
in Goerlitz for arson and perjury, has been 
proved to be innocent and was released yester- 
day. He will not be indemnified for his false 
imprisonment as the Prussian law does not 
provide for compensation for being wrongly 
punished, 

The charges of the Jew-baiter Ahlwardt that 
the Ludwig we company had delivered 
400,000 defective rifles to the German govern- 
ment will be the subject of the first debates jn 
the Reichstag immediately after the — 
of the next session. Loewe has challenged the 
Minister of War to make an exhaus- 
tive inquiry into the charges. Col. 
Kuehne, alleged by Ahlwardt to be 
the chief bribetaker, says he courts 
an investigation into his conduct. 
It is regarded as strange that the govern- 
ment allows Kuehne to wear his uniform 
while the charges against him are still being 
investigated. Loewe and all the heads of the 
department of the arms factory reiterated 
their indignant denials of the truth of 
Ahlwardt’s accusations. The most serious 
charge, of using inferior material in making 
the rifles, in fact loses its fo in view of the 
precaution that all the raw materials had to 
be tested and stamped before a military com- 
mittee, acknowledged even by Ahlwardt to 
be untainted, before the same could be han- 
dled in the factory. The accusations of thefts 
of bullets and the exchanging cf good rifles 
for bad ones, Loewe says, are obvious false- 
hoods. Noack, Ahlwardt’s chief in- 
former, Loewe says, is a blackmailer 
and has repeatedly by letter and in con versa- 
tion demanded money, threatening to ruin 
them unless he was bought off. Loewe re- 
fused to say whether an investigation will be 
made, and the government maintains the 
strictest secrecy in the matter. Loewe says 
that he will sue Ahlwardt for criminal libel. 
The discussion in the Reichstag is expected to 
be the most interesting of the session, as the 
Liberals will try to make the Kreuse Zeitung, 
Conservative, and Parson Stoecker show their 
attitude towards disreputable Jew-baiters of 
the Ahlwardt type.

BUSINESS. 


THE BUSINESS SITUATION, 


The month of May does not start in with a thor- 
oughly satisfactory business outlook. Some of the 
unsatisfactory points which have been more or 
less pronounced all the year are becoming even 
more prominent than they have been at any time 
before. The tone of stagnation that has seemed 
to hang over almost all lines of business shows no 
signs of relief, and in some instances is now

New York professionals got wind of scheme 
and tailed on to the deal to the extent of a million 
and a half or so, e to sell out when the 
Chicago combine bulled the market sufficiently, 
But the Chica end did not care to be played 
that way. and when the deal showed a profit of a 
little over two cents a bushel re was a quiet 
liquidation of the Chicago line, about 6,000,000 bu 
going out before the crowd discovered what was 
really going on. That left the New-Yorkers in a 
hole out of which — crawled somewhat mussed 
and injured, their feelings being more badly hurt 
than their kets. This heavy selling naturally 
depressed the market some, though the short in- 
terest was large enough to absorb it without a 
sensational break, and at the close of the week 
the feeling was fairly steady with an impression 
in the crowd that an attempt would be made to 
do something with July. 

Provisions have been characterized by slow 
liquidation by longs and covering by shorts, 
— — receipts of hogs one or two days led to 
rallies, but the 8 tendency of prices has 
been downward. The feeling is barely steady. 


FINANCIAL 


Money is cheaper and in more plentiful supply 
than it bas been at any time before this year. The 
banks will start in the Ist of May, as a rule, with 
a smaller line of discounts than they closed the 
month of April. There have been many renewals, 
but there have also been many canceled obliga- 
taons. The line of deposits is still heavy, while 
the prospect for profitably employing that money 
is less satisfactory than it has been at any time 
before this year. Money isin free supply here at 
4 per cent. Some banks are in the market seck- 
ing loans at that rate. The trust companies are 
loaning time money at 4 per cent, but as 
a rule they are making only 30 or at the 
most 60-day loans at that rate. The 
9 — between regular clients and 
the banks are pretty generally made at 5 per 
cent, but the man who offers the proper security 
will not only have no difficulty in getti money 
at 4 per cent, but will find a cordial. welcome at 
more than one of the local banks. The savings 
banks which are paying 4 per cent on deposits, 
and those banks which have been‘ putting forth 
special efforts to secure country business and are 
paying country bankers 2% to3 per cent on bal- 
ances, are not finding the situation at all pleas- 
ant.

POISONOUS AS A RATTLESNAKE, 


Death ot Three Persons from Wounds In- 
flicted by a Negro. 

There has always been a superstition 
throughout the South that the bite of a blue- 
gum negro” was as poisonous as that of a 
rattlesnake. While this has been the super- 
stition there have been doubts about the ex- 
istence of a “ blue gum negro. Many people 
know of other people who have seen the so- 
called poisonous negro, but few have ever 
been found who have actually seen such a 


person. 3 
The fact that such an individual really exists 
and that his bite is poisonous has been fully 
established among the people along the Saline 
River, south of Warren, Ark. For several 
years there has lived a family of negroes in 4 
cabin on the banks of the river, who have 
eked out the usual poor-negro existence by 
fishing and hunting, the same as hundreds of 
other families have been doing for yeers in 
the seme neighborhood. The family has 
never been noted for any peculiarity, but ro- 
cently there has grown up a young man who 
developed certain vicious tendencies which 
were foreign to those of his family. He has 
been in constant trouble with his neighbors 
and with the authorities on account of certian 
thieving and fighting tendencies. He got to be 
looked upon as a bad nigger,” and was a 
sort of desperado who was shunned by all 

ight-minded people of his race. 

ntly he got into a fight with another 
“bed nigger” who lived in another neighbor- 
hood and whom he met at a dance, In the 
fight he bit his opponent through the hand, 
with the result that the bitten man became 
deathly sick in a few minutes, and in about 
three hours died from the poison in the 
wound. Afterwards, when the negro was ar- 
rested, he bit two of the constables, and both 


died within four hours of receiving the wound,
